Canary Causes British Panic 


It Is Shot Before Revealing Weeks 
of Mining Operations 

How one little canary bird caused 
consternation among an entire divi- 
sion of British troops and had to be 
killed, is told by Dr. Robert Davis, 
recently arrived in the United States 
to lecture at the officers’ training 
camps on activities of the Red Cross 
in Europe, 

“For more than 
northern sector of the line the Brit- 
ish had been secretly mining  be- 
neath the German trenches,” said Dr, 
Davis. “The work was almost com- 
plete. During the operations sever- 
al canary birds were, as usual, kept 
in the excavations to warn the work- 
ers of the presence of fire damp, 
which is fatal to the birds, One lit- 
tle songster, however, escaped from 
its job, flew into the middle of No 
Man’s Land and alighting on a bush 
began to sing. 

“Consternation reigned in the Brit- 
ish lines. If the bird had been dis- 
covered by the Germans the work of 
weeks would go for naught, as the 
enemy could easily interpret the 
meaning of its presence and prepare 
to combat the sapping operations. 
‘The infantry was immediately order- 
ed to open fire cn the canary to des- 
troy it. But it seemed to bear a 
charmed life. Even the sharpshoot- 
ers failed to bring it down, es it hop- 
ped from twig to twig. Finally the 
artillery had to be called on, A 
trench gun with a well-aimed shell 
blew the bird and the bush and the 
song into nothingness.”

Rural Planning 
And Development 


A New Report-on Problems of Vital 
and Current Interest in Canada 


The latest report of the commis- 
sion of conservation deals with the 
important subject of the — planning 
and development of rural districts 
and small towns in Canada. It has 
been. prepared by Mr. Thomas Adams 
town planning adviser of the com- 
mission, who has made a close study 
of the problems of rural develop- 
inent in this country during the past 
three years, following | twenty-five 
years experience in farming, land 
surveying and town planning in oth- 
er countries, 

The report deals pots naaned ss rea 
with the social conditions and tend- 
encies in rural areas and the prevail- 
ing systems of larid settlement and 
development. It indicates the rural 


! problems requiring solution in order 


to secure the proper ‘development 
and economic use of land for pur- 
pose of efficiency, health, convenience 
and amenity. The great injury 
which land development in Cahada 
suffers, from speculation, neglect of 
public health and want of expert 
business administration of land set- 
tlement, is considered. Incidentally, 
the problem of returned soldiers is 
dealt with, and the connection be- 
tween land development and such 
questions as taxation, unemployment, 
and high cost of living is clearly 
shown. 

Having regard to the need for 
more attention being given ta  pro- 
duction in Canada; to the extent to 
which production is impaired by 
speculation in land, by neglect of 
public health, and by haphazard sys- 
tems of development; to the import- 
ance of increasing the supply of hu- 
man skill and’ energy and of capital 
derived from production instead of 
by borrowing; the problems dealt 
with in this report are of vital and 
current interest to the people of this 
country, 

There are five appendices by com- 
petent authorities, and the conclud- 
ing chapter gives an outline: of pro- 
posals and makes general recommen- 
dations to cover the conditions as 
presented, /

Greater agricultural production has 
been stimulated in various ways.Ap- 
peals have been made on patriotic 
grounds, as well as on economic 
grounds, and an increased acreage 
appears to have been seeded ta 
tain crops.

oners.” The hardest fighting of al 
the war has been done and is being 
done by Canadians, Every devilish 
device in the whole category of out- 
lawed and inhuman German prac- 
tices has been employed against 
them. But they have withstood the 
fiercest attacks any soldiers were 
ever subjected to, and have. repeat- 
edly stormed and conquered -appar- 
ently impregnable positions, over the 
most resolute defences. They are a 
mighty power in a mighty war, 

The glory of France can never be 
dimmed, But France is waging a de- 
fensive fight, for her very life. Italy 
fights for territorial gains, and fights 
well, Britain’s fight was and is ‘semi- 
defensive, Russia fights against the 
danger of immediate loss of her na- 
tional unity and freedom, Canada 
fights for an ideal; for humanity. She 
might easily have ridden to high 
commercial and industrial prosperi- 
ty on the tide of opportunity, and 
ahcieved national greatness by _ig- 
noring the call of justice and civiliza- 
tion, and selfishly leaving her moth- 
er country to her fate, 

Canada’s action is a tribue to Great 
Britain which should be treasured as 
the bihahi teat jewel in her collection.

British Food Controller Sends Mes- 
sage to United States 


Lord Rhondda, the British food 
controller, has cabled to. United 
ay Food Administrator Hoover 
the following message concern’ng 
Food Pledge Week and its purposes: 
When “the despicable little British 
army” three years age flung itself in- 
to the breach and barred the. road~to 
Calais, it was inspired not by a rea- 
soned hope of defeating overwhelm- 
ingly the German army, not by any 
thought of conquest, but by those 
HuPA and self-sacrifice, In glorious 
fulfilment of*those aspirations the 
majority of that “despicable little 
army” now lie in soldiers’ graves. In 
the cause millions of our manhood 
have freely offered their lives. 

The gallant Belgian handful that 
saved the day by holding the German 
armies at jege; the magrtificent 
troops’ of France that forever shat- 
tered at the battle of the Marne the 
kaiser’s dream of a_ Prussianized 
Eurepe; the Serbs who contested 
inch by inch against infinitely super- 
ior forces the integrity of their mna- 
tive land—all were actuated by the 
same motives. Most of them now 
have only white wooden crosses to 
mark their self-sacrifice and devotion 
to duty. 

To my own fellow countrymen I 
say quite frankly that what we ask 
of them in food ecanomy is scarcely 
worthy the name of sacrifice. If those 
who continue to live and 
comparative comfort at 
raids do not really disturb the daily 
routine) are not willing to deprive 
themselves of quite unessential foods 
then our bravest men died in vain. 

I have already placed all the prime 
necessities of life under government 
control, both as to import and home 
production price. It would have been 
impossible to do this without your 
co-operation and advice in connection 
with our imported supplies. 

f there is no marked reduction as 
a result of our voluntary food econ- 
omy campaign, the nation must be 
ptt on compulsory rations. The dis- 
advantages of this you know better 
than I, but you also know that we 
are all faced with a shortage of the 
world’s supply of cereals, meats, fats 
and sugar. For all these the allies 
in Europe are largely dependent upon 
the American people. Unless there 
is real self-sacrifice, real co-operation 
in the common campaign for conser- 
vation and increased production of 
food, then food will not win the war. 
The result of your food pledge week 
means much to us and more to civi- 
lization,

recently captured, He belonged to a 
Landwehr division and was personal- 
ly in charge of a number of these un- 
fortunate Belgians, who were daily 
herded together and taken to a zone 
near the German lines to perform 
manual labor of the hardest kind, in 
constant danger of ‘death. The sol- 
dier’s diary tells the story as  fol- 
lows: = - 

“I am going to give another _in- 
stance of the inefficiency of the Ger- 
man authorities, Since the 18th inst. 
fifty women and young girls have 
been working at concrete dugouts at 
Leke. As Leke-is in the zone of fire, 
and was shelled no later than yester- 
day, this is another case in which we 
cannot understand the action of the 
authorities. If this isn’t taken by way 
of reprisal, then it is a shameful deed 
on the part of Germany, which can- 
not be surpassed even in | imagina- 
tion. The civilian population of Leke 
was evacuated three or four weeks 
ago, and now women and children 
are compelled to work at-the con- 
crete dugouts of the village. 

“It is a shame that such steps 
should be taken, whether _ there is 
reason for it or not. I am sure of 
the facts which I state, for it is my 
duty to.take a gang of forty-seven 
women to Leke every morning and 
bring them back in the evening.” 

An illustration of the German dis- 
regard for the laws of war and hu- 
manity can be folrid in an incident 
which occurred the other night near 
Houtholst Forest. The British heard 
cries of “Stretcher bearers!” from 
No Man’s Land, It naturally was 
assumed that a wounded man was 
calling for help, and Red Cross bear- 
ers rushed out through the darkness 
to render assistance. They were

At the sales just held in Saskat- 
chewan some remarkably high prices 
for wild land in’ Western Canada 
were obtained. For instance, at No- 
komis, Saskatchewan, where the first 
of the series of sales took place, one 
parcel of 160 acres was sold for $76 
an acre. Other parcels were knock- 
ed down at $70, $67, $50 and $45 per 
acre. The total proceeds of this sale 
amounted to, $770,000, At the sale at 
Young, Saskatchewan, the total pro- 
ceeds amounted to $515,768 from 154 
parcels sold. Thé highest price se- 
cured here was,$54 an acre for 160 
acrés near Viscount, Saskatchcwan. 
At Morse, Saskatchewan, 155 parcels 
were disposed of for $350,000, $45 be- 
ing the highest price per acre paid, 
while at Brownlee, Saskatchewan, 227 
parcels sold realized $838,000, the 
highest price per acre recorded be- 
ing $50. ~

Interesting the Children 


Seed Fairs are Popular During Wint- 
er Months 


Sced fairs have-become one of the 
most important branches of agricul- 
tural education. In Saskatchewari 
they were begun seven years ago, and 
have increased in size and import- 
ance each year. . This year forty of 
these fairs have already been arrang- 
ed for throughout the province. They 
will openyabout the middle of _ this 
month and continue until the middle 
of June.ycIn conjunction with them, 
poultry shows are often held, and 
sometimes live stock is exhibited. 
The college of agriculture sends 
two judges to cach fair; one to ex- 
plain the formation about seed and 
other agriculturalmatters, the other 
to discuss liva stock. The judges, 
who are graduates of the agricultural 
college, remain one or two days at 
each place; as the .agricultural so- 
ciety desires. 

Interesting the children is consid- 
éred & most important aim of these 
fairs, and the judges and school au- 
thorities co-operate to enable child- 
ren to stake part.in them. When a 
liye ‘stock show is held in connection 
with the fairs, children show animals 
they have reated themselves. Some- 
times they show a pig, a lamb, a colt 
or a calf, They keep charts. show- 
ing when the animal came under 
their care, its weight at that time, 
how it has been fed, and what it has 
cost for feeding. This is what is 
called a completed project, and, it 
has been observed, a child can learn 
as much from one project as from 
several months at school.

Prices for Produce 


Some Indications of Western Cana- 
da’s Prosperity This Year 


After a careful study of available 
Statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be received by the farm- 
ers of Manitoba this year for their 
crop and produce will be between 
sixty-five and seventy-five millions 
greater than last year’s, The largest 
increase is in the. wheat crop, which 


‘in 1916 is estimated to have yielded 


$46,722,588, while a conservative esti- 
mate for the present year shows >that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba should 
yield $199,239,760, or nearly $153,000- 
000 more than in 1916, The fatter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
$2.05 per bushel, which in view _ of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for an 
estimate, The acreage in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 
the average yield per acre is almost 
seven bushels more. 

While the oat crop is not so good 
this year as in 1916, the estimated 
yield being lower despite an increas- 
ed acreage, the increased price will 
make the value of the oat crop. ex- 
ceed last: year’s by more than five 
million dollars. 


Dairy products will show a mark- 
ed increase, and although it is yet too 
early to estimate the total cash re- 
ceipts for butter; cheese, milk and 
cream, it seems safe to say that the 
increase will be considerably more 
than $5,000,000. Last year dairy pro- 
ducts were valued at $4,483,614, Man- 
itoba butter continues to be in great 
demand and the Montreal market in 
particular, is bidding for every pound 
it can get. More.than eighty cars of 
Manitoba creamery butter have been 
shipped east this year, and as each 
car represents $9,000 in cash, it is 
casy to realize the importance of the 
export butter industry to this prov- 
ince, which a few years ago was im- 
porting the larger part of its own re- 
quirements. 

Equal conditions exist in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. No better indi- 
cation of the general prosperity of 
the west can be given than is afford- 
ed by the present state of the bank- 
ing business, Winnipeg, which may 
be termed the gateway of the west, 
has stepped’into the second place in 
the bank clearing returns of the Do- 
minion, running Montreal very close, 
In a recent week the figures were 
nearly twenty-five millions and a half 
more than Torogto's and only about 
than’ Montreal’s.

Needed Lessons in Economy 


The food administration will. con- 
sider that it has accomplished a 
Great deal if it is able to give the 

merican geople this winter an ac- 
ceptable War loaf, standardized as to 
size, price and ingredients, Such a 
loaf would have the advantages of 
the bread card system without any 
of its disagreeable features, Mr, 
| Hoover himself is making- war bread 
experiments in Philadelphia, and var- 
ious state food administrators, among 
them the head of the movement in 
Montana, have taketh it up indepen- 
dently. 

The American war loaf will be real, 
palatable food. No one need worry 
on that score. It will not. be the 
black bread of Russia, nor will it 
contain chopped straw or chalk, aft- 
er the manner of the German and 
Austrian masterpieces of malnutri- 
tion, On the other hand, it will not 
be the snowy white bread that Amer- 
icans have fooled themselves into be- 
lieving is the paragon of all foods. 

Probably it will contain a modi- 
cum of corn. Corn bread has failed 
to gain wide popularity chiefly be- 
cause so few people know how to 
make it properly. Another anti-corn 
bread factor is the system of market- 
ing that makes corn meal cost more 
than white flour, which is all wrong. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
people will not eat corn meal if they 
get it as an ingredient of a -well- 
baked loaf sold at a reasonable price. 

When common sense gets in its 
werk, the glaring faults of our pres- 
ent bread regime will be apparent 
to everyone. There is no common 
sense in a pound of bread costing 
more here than it does in London. 
There is no common sense in stub- 
born insistence on bread made only 
of bleached white flour, or in a sys- 
tem whereby a 10c loaf weighs twice 
as much in ene city as in another, 
nor in the ouflandish profits that the 
ordinary run of bakers are at present 
extracting from a brow-beaten pub- 
lic. War bread will teach us all some 
sadly needed lessons in economy and 
the science of eating well.—Spokane 
Spokesman-Review.

Prohibition in Seattle 


Happy Results of the Adoption of a 
Strict Policy 


Prohibition does prohibit when the 
authorities in the state make a seri- 
ous business of enforcing the law. 
Seattle’s experience in connection 
with the adoption of prohibition has 
been so favorable that one of its daily 
papers, the Chronicle, which opposed 
the proposal to make the state dry, 
is very emphatically proclaiming the 
happy results of the adoption of a 
policy which it opposed. It is quot- 
ed as saying: 

“This paper is ready at ten $sec- 
onds notice to fight its best against 
any serious effort to repeal or cripple 
the prohibition law. For four months 
now Seattle has honestly tried prohi- 
bition;-and it has prohibited. Not 
perfectly, but better than speed laws 
prohibit fast driving, or larceny laws 
prohibit theft.”

—drunks, 501; vagrants, 441; disord-
